THE CUBS TRADED FOR DERREK LEEbeforethe 

2004 season to add muscle to an already strapping 
Chicago lineup. Now, he’s the main attraction. 

The first baseman has kept the Cubs’ offense 
afloat despite injuries to middle infielders Nomar 
Garciaparra and Todd Walker. The Nationals will 
have to figure out how to stop his blistering bat if 
they want to win this weekend’s series. 

Lee excelled in a lineup ofbigger-name stars last 
season, hitting 32 home runs while surrounded by 
now- departed Sammy Sosa and Moises Alou and 
current third baseman Aramis Ramirez (103 RBI 
last season). 

Alou is now a San Francisco Giant and Sosa’s a 
Baltimore Oriole, but Lee has continued to crush 
the ball for the Cubs. 


Lee hit .419 with seven home runs and 29 RBI in 
April on his way to being named National League 
Player of the Month. That’s quite an about-face for 
a notorious slow starter who had a career .228 April 
average entering the season. 

Despite Lee’s heroics, injuries have left the Cubs 
relying on a cast of newcomers and reserves. 

Orioles castoff Jerry Hairston has become the 
everyday second baseman and leadoff hitter, while 
Neifi Perez — playing for his fourth team in as many 
years — has filled in for Garciaparra at short. 

While the pair don’t stack up to the players they’re 
replacing in terms of statistics, Perez and Hairston will 
be key outs all weekend for a Washington squad that 
doesn’t want to face Lee, Ramirez or Corey Patterson

Cubs see stars Garciaparra, 
Wood land on disabled list 

MARK O’NEAL won’t pitch for the Cubs 
today. He won’t pinch hit or come in as a 
late -inning defensive replacement, either. 

Still, Chicago fans can’t seem to shake 
him. 

O’Neal is the bearer of bad news for the 
bruised-up Cubs. As the club’s trainer, he’s 
rattled off enough injury reports this spring 
to make manager Dusty Baker swallow his 
ever-present toothpick. 

All-Stars Mark Prior (right elbow), 

Kerry Wood (right shoulder) and Nomar 
Garciaparra (out until at least July with a 
severely torn groin) have all spent time in 
the Cubs’ infirmary. Second baseman Todd

Walker (left knee) Joe 
Borowski (right wrist) 
and reliever Chad Fox 
(right elbow) are cur- 
rently out of commis- 
sion, too. 

That ambulance you saw outside RFK 
Stadium was actually the Cubs’ new team 
bus. 

“You wonder what’s going on,” Garciaparra 
told MLB.com. “I think we have to change 
the water or something around here.” 

While Garciaparra, Walker and Fox are 
all out indefinitely. Prior overcame early- sea- 
son elbow pain to help keep the Cubs within 


shouting distance of St. Louis in the National 
League Central Division through April. 

The lanky right-hander went on the dis- 
abled list for the third time in his four-year 
career on March 25 with an inflamed right 
elbow. After a shaky rehab assignment in 
the minor leagues. Prior reassumed his role 
in the Cubs rotation April 13 and allowed 
just two earned runs in his first three starts 


of the season, throwing 19 
innings and striking out 
22 in three Chicago vic- 
tories. 

Wood — who spent two 
months of last season on the 
disabled list with strained 
right triceps — will proba- 
bly have to wait until June 
for his next start. His May 
2 MRI revealed a muscle 
strain in his right shoul- 
der, forcing the Cubs to 
put their would-be ace on 
the 15-day DL. 

Wood’s throwing hia- 
tus will last at least three 
weeks. It’s his sixth stint 
on the disabled list in eight 
seasons. 

Chicago is hoping that 
time off, coupled with warm 
weather when he comes back (which should 
ease the friction in his throwing shoulder), 
will allow Wood to return to 2003 form. 
That year he struck out a career-best 266 
and helped the team to the National League 
Championship Series. 

It would certainly be welcome news to 
Cubs fans, not to mention a certain trainer.

Confidence Man 


SIX-FOOT-FIVE-INCH JOHN PATTERSON stood 
tall in front of his locker after his second consecutive 
victory, a 3-1 win over Philadelphia. The one earned run 
he allowed in seven strong innings actually increased 
his ERA for the season, but Patterson was already 
thinking about his next start in the Nationals’ 
first-ever appearance on ESPN’s “Sunday 
Night Baseball.” 

“I’m glad to hear he’s excited,” said 
Manager Frank Robinson. “It’s good 
to see that he wants the ball in big- 
game situations.” 

It’s his confidence that has 
always translated to success for 
Patterson (2-1), who is eighth 
in the National League with 
an ERA of 2.45. 

At the age of 9 , Patterson told his 
dad emphatically that he wanted to 
be a major league baseball player. 

And so it was. Every day, Patterson 
and his dad, who was a major leaguer 
for the Orioles, went to the local high school 
and worked on some aspect of baseball. 

“I would lift. I would run. I would throw. 

I would hit. Take ground balls. All those 
things where it would just keep me on 
the baseball field until it got too dark 
to play,” said Patterson. “I developed a 


work ethic and confidence that I was more prepared 
than anyone else.” 

Patterson’s dedication was rewarded when the 
Montreal Expos made him the fifth overall pick in the 
1996 draft. With a fastball in the mid 90s and a devas- 
tating curveball, Patterson’s confidence soared as he 
quickly climbed the minor league ranks. 

Then in 2000, on the cusp of fulfilling his life- 
long dream, Patterson suffered his first of sev- 
eral injuries and missed the majority of the 
season after elbow surgery. He opened 
the following year on the disabled list. 
■, After working his way back, he again 
I'-! suffered a major setback last year 
with a severely strained groin. 

“When you have all that hap- 
pen, you tend to lose a little bit 
of confidence and maybe not 
trust your stuff enough ...,” 
he said. 

To regain his confidence, 
Patterson went back to basics. 
He moved home to live with his 
family. He worked himself back 
into top shape and played winter 
ball in the Dominican League. 

“It just gave me all my competitiveness and con- 
fidence back,” he said. “I needed to be healthy and

The 32-year-old 
Short plays third, second and first base, plus both 
corners of the outfield. 

Foryears, scouts said Short needed to be with 
a National Leagueteam if he was going to get his 
big break. That way, he could be used for six dif- 
ferent possible double switches during pitching 
changes late in games. He’sfinally with a National 
Leagueteam, but he’s still had no luck getting that 
major league at bat. 

Short won the Carolina League batting title 
in 1997 when he hit .319forthe Frederick Keys. 
Hefinished second in the Eastern League bat- 
ting race in 2000, hitting .331 at Bowie. In 2002 


he won the Pacific Coast League batting crown 
with a. 356averageforthe World Champion 
Angels’ Triple-A Salt Lake City club. After a stint 
in Japan, he landed in the Royals’ organization 
before he was traded to the Expos during the 2004 
season. Hefinished the season hitting .336forthe 
Expos’ Edmonton Trappers farm club. 

He’s happy to now be with a National League 
team. “I feel good aboutthetrade,” he said. “It 
was nice to know that someone wanted me. I’m 
hoping I’m in the right place atthe righttime.’’ 

Last year in spring training atthe Royals’ major 
league camp. Short was lOfor 18 with eight RBI, only 
to be sentto the minor league camp aftertwo weeks. 


The rule seemed to be that Short had to hit more 
than .555 to makethe majors. This spring with the 
Nats, he hit .587 and was optioned to the Triple-A 
New Orleans Zephyrs. Apparently he has to hit .600. 

Two things seem to be holding Short back. 
Although he hits a lot of doublesand has a good 
on-base percentage, he doesn’t hit a lot of hom- 
ers. In fact, he’s hit only 79 in 11 seasons. His other 
stumbling block isthat despite playingfive posi- 
tions well, he doesn’t truly excel at any of them. 

A late April game seemed to sum up Short’s pre- 
dicament. He started at second base, went3for4 
with adoubleand an RBI and was hitting .333.

Surely baseball’s unbalanced schedule, 
in which teams play divisional rivals 
far more than other squads, is fair in 
helping determine playoff teams. 


But on weekends like this one in 
the nation’s capital, the schedule 
just stinks. 

The Chicago Cubs are in town 
for their one and only series in D.C. 
this year. The teams will play again 
in July at Wrigley Field. But our 
luck has it that two of the Cubs’ 
biggest stars, Nomar Garciaparra 
and Kerry Wood, are injured and 
won’t play in the three -game set 
at RFK. 

There’s always next year — as 
Cubs fans know all too well. 

But the allure of watching the 
Cubs has never been about see- 
ing one player, even in the eras of 
Ernie Banks and Sammy Sosa. 

No, the Cubs draw fans in part 
because of their history, which 
dates back to the 1876 Chicago 
White Stockings. (“Cubs” was first 
used in 1902). And what a glori- 
ous history of losing it has been 
for a franchise that last won the 
World Series in 1908. 

It’s easy to cheer for the Bronx 
Bombers and their 26 titles; the 
Cubs are the anti-Yankees, appeal- 
ing to the unrealized hopes of their 
fan base. Chicagoans know pain 
— even more than Red Sox Nation 
did before last year — because the 
White Sox have been just as futile 
as the Cubs. 

Yet there’s something intan- 
gible that sets the Cubs apart. 
It could be Wrigley Field, which 
still stands, albeit with lights (a 
1988 addition). It could be the 
memory of Harry Caray calling 
all those games. It could be the
